APPRENTICESHIP INSTRUCTION 



Apprenticestiip instruction is a planned and supervised on-th^-job 
training program, supplemented with related instruction, in occu- 
pations commonly known as the skilled crafts or trades. It is a- 
feystem in which the employee entering industry is given thorough 
instruction and expeirience, • both on and off the job, in all the 
practical and theoretical aspel:ts of the work required in a skilled ^ 
occupation. 

Registered apprenticeship programs contain provisions for organized, 
related instruction necessary to provide apprentices with knowledge 
■ in technical subjects pertaining to the craft or ''trade. This may 
include supervised correspondence or self"-'study courses. A minimum 

of 14A clock hours each year of apprenticeship is recommended. 

.j . . • . _ . ■ 

'Related instruction usually deals with both theory and trade princi- 
jples- and varies in coi;itent to suit the particular trade and the 
apprentice's job situation. Genei;ally, the program Includes instruction 
in applied mathematics, drafting, blueprint reading, shop layout, 
sketching, physics., and other applied sciences. Instruction is also 
g^.ven in labor and safety laws, regulations and ordinances, industrial 
and public relations, saiety concepts, and the use of tool^> equipment, 
; and materials related to Athe trade or craft. 

; Local community college educators and Apprenticeship and Training 
j Representatives (ATR) work ^cooperatively in establishing and 
; improving apprfenticeship'Hns traction. When necessary, educators 
and apprenticeship representatives should collaborate in assisting 
employers or labor in the formulation of apprenticeship programs. 

Apprenticeship standards and agreements are processed through the 
area Apprenticeship and ^Training Representative offices. Employers 
interested in sponsoring an apprentice should be referred to one 
of the area offices of the Bureau of Apprenticeship and Training.
